If Carlisle

gether. 


T iir r k no ted men o f science have predicted 
that the co al depo sits o f Great Britain will he 
exhausted in 110 y ears if the present rate o f 
mining is kept up. 
Tho ugh the subject is o f 
little perso nal interest to the present genera­ 
tio n o f Englishmen, it co ncerns all who have 
an interest in the glo ry and perpetuity o f the 
natio n. 
When the co al gives o ut, then Eng­ 
land will enter upo n her dechue. 
The an­ 
thracite o f the United States is suppo sed to 
be appro aching exhaustio n, but rich depo sits 
o f the so fter varieties o f co al are fo uud in 
nearly every state o f the Unio n. 
The sup­ 
ply can hardly lie exhausted in tho usands o f 
y ears. 


E n g l a n d 
is rapidly gobbling up 
the 
transportation lines of Mex ico. 
The Mex i­ 
can Central, the Mex ican National and the 
Mex ican Inter-Oceanic lines of railway are 
all substantially owued by Englisti corpora­ 
tions. 
English capital has also purchased 
vast tracts of land in the border states and is 
projecting a railway between Tampico and 
Sun Luis Fotosi. 
In the United States the 
present ambition of English capital is to ab­ 
sorb the breweries. 
“ Let me brew 
the 
drinks of a nation and I care not who makes 
its laws,” is the message of J ohn Bull to 
Uncle Sam. 


E m i g r a n t s imported under contract are 
putting in their appearance at Castle Garden 
by hundreds. 
The law to stop this business 
is not enforced. 
It is a botch and a disgrace 
to legislation any way . 
If this country needs 
emigrants, those who can give a guarantee of 
immediate and self-supporting employ ment 
are the best and should be preferred. 
The 
first to be rigidly ex cluded are paupers, crim­ 
inals and immoral characters. 
Then let us 
have a law that no emigrants shall be ad­ 
mitted under contract to work for lower than 
American wages, and let their employ ers lie 
put under bonds for their support and good 
behavior. 
Such a law would at least be 
worth a place iu the statute book. 


T he ex odus of colored peo ple from No rth 
Carolina was 6 ,000 last week. Whether they 
will improve their condition by migrating 
depends upon their grit. 
The courage that 
enables them to leave home and go into an 
unknown region with nothing but industry 
and good luck to depend upon ought to stand 
by them until they get a foothold. 
The 
change is a big upsetting of old conditions 
not only to the adventurers themselves but 
to the white people left behind who depend 
upon their 
labor. 
But 
it 
was 
in­ 
evitable sooner or later, and it is well to have 
it take place at the beginning of an adminis­ 
tration tbat has a friendly interest in the 
welfare of the blacks.

elapses 
at least 5,000 men will he sent away . 
The 
steamer Mo selle, which left Co lo n a week 
ago , to o k 805 deck passengers. Of this num­ 
ber 450 were o rdinary passengers, 245 St. 
Lucas Islanders sent back at the expense o f 
the Go vernment o f the Island, and 310 were 
Jamaicans, shipped back by tiie Jamaican 
Co mmissio ners. 
One tho usand mo re Jamai­ 
cans will be shipped o ff within the next few 
day s, 
while 
upwards 
o f 
1,500 have 
left Co lo n fo r Po rt Limo n, Co sta Rica, 
where they will wo rk 
o n the railro ad. 
Co mmercial matters all o ver the Isthmus are 
iu a bad co nditio n, and there is little business 
do ing. 
The Co lo n sto re keepers and dealers 
have united in petitio ning fo r a reductio n o f 
all kinds o f taxes, o wing to the co mplete 
sto ppage o f trade. 
In the City o f Panama 
things are in much the same co nditio n. 
A 
meeting was recently held, at which citizens 
o t Panama anti fo reigners spo ke and it was 
reso lved to petitio n the Supreme Go vernment 
to 
reduce the co mmercial co ntributio n, 
which is eno rmo usly high. Go verno r Ay cardi 
has issued a decree suspending pay ment

co nsequence o f the co llapse o f the lo cal 
freight and passenger traffic o n the Panama 
Railro ad the number o f emplo y es has been 
co nsiderably reduced.

o f the ho tel the huge flagsto nes were o ver­ 
turned and shattered. 
Peo ple o n the street were panic-stricken 
and the sho ck was so severe in the Fifth-Ave­ 
nue Ho tel that perso ns in the building 
believed an earthquake had taken place o r 
that o ne o f the bo ilers had explo ded. 
There 
was a general rush fo r the do o rs and stair 
way s in the frantic haste to get o ut o f do o rs. 
A Bro adway car, which bad just passed 
the co rner, barely 
escaped injury 
fro m 
the fly iug d eb ris. 
The windo ws o f the sto re 
o n the co rner, under the Fifth Avenue Ho tel, 
were shattered. 
There is a huge ho le in the 
sidewalk next to the ho tel, beginning at a 
po int abo ut 10 feet fro m the co rner o n Twen- 
ty -Tbrid-street. 
The explo sio n was pro bably 
caused by gas, which had accumulated in the 
subway . 
A lady was slightly injured. 
The 
big po liceman who esco rts wo men acro ss 
Fifth-avenue at this po int, received a slight 
co ntusio n o n the arm.

empty.

The 
steamer Moselle, which left Colon a week 
ago, took 805 deck passengers. Of this nuin- 
l)cr 450 were ordinary passengers, 245 St. 
Lucas Islanders sent back at the expense of 
the Government of the Island, and 310 were 
Jam aicans, shipped back by the Jamaican 
Commissioners. 
One thousand more Jam ai­ 
cans will be shipped off within the next few 
days, 
while 
upwards 
of 
1,500 
have 
left Colon for Port Limon, Costa Rica, 
where they will work 
on the railroad. 
Commercial matters all over the Isthmus are 
iu a bad condition, and there is littie business 
doing. 
The Colon store keepers and dealers 
have united in petitioning for a reduction of 
all kinds of taxes, owing to the complete 
stoppage of trade. 
In the City of Panama 
things are in much the same condition. 
A 
meeting was recently held, at which citizens 
ot Panam a and foreigners spoke and it was 
resolved to petition the Supreme Government 
to 
reduce 
the 
commercial contribution, 
which is enormously high. Governor Aycardi 
has issued a decree suspending payment 
of 
the 
debt 
of 
the 
former 
“ State ” 
of Panama and effecting other economies. In 
consequence of the collapse of the local 
freight and passenger traffic on the Panama 
Railroad the number of employes lias been 
considerably reduced. 
At present only two 
passenger and two freight trains cross the 
line daily from either end. 
This reduction 
in traffic is, of course, due to the stoppage of 
canal work. 


E n g l a n d is rapidly gobbling up 
the 
transportation lines of Mexico. 
The Mexi­ 
can Central, the Mexican National and the 
Mexican Inter-Oceanic lines of railway are 
all substantially owned by English corpora­ 
tions. 
English capital has also purchased 
vast tracts of land in the border states and is 
projecting a railway between Tampico and 
Sun Luis Potosi.

left unch ecked.

THE BIG SURPLUS LIE. 


On the 22d inst. Secretary W indom re­ 
ported that the Treasury surplus .had within 
the last preceding ten days increased $5,000, 
000, and was then $50,200.000. 
The amount 
on hand even at the later date was not suf­ 
ficient to be alarming. 
But the rapid rate of 
increase was something to take into considera­ 
tion. 
An increase of a half million per day 
amounts to $182,500,000 in a year. 
This 
added to the sum already on hand would 
place in the national treasury by the 22d of 
March next about $233,000,000 of the people’s 
money in excess of the government’* need. 
T he time has come w hen some reduction of 
revenue is imperatively demanded. The dis­ 
covery is made that the new administration is 
not devising wasteful and dishonest methods 
for the spending of the money in pa} ment of 
political debts. 
But under the late administration a big and 
systematic course of lying was maintained in 
regard to the surplus, with two objects in 
view . 
First, the people were tol>e convinced 
that they were being roblad cruelly and use­ 
lessly. 
Second, they were to be persuaded 
that the only wav to stop this robbery was by 
reducing or abolishing the duties on forei 
imports. 
And in their anxiety to excite 1 he 
fears of the people neither the Democratic 
party nor the President hesitated to exagger 
ate this surplus. 
The Democratic platform 
of 1884 put it at $100,000,000. 
Mr. Hen 
dricks in his campaign speeches raised it to 
$400,000,000. 
Those lies served the party so well in 1884 
that it cheerfully fell back upon them in the 
late campaign. 
Mr. 
Cleveland, 
in 
his 
remarkable 
message 
to 
Congress, dated 
December 
6th, 
1887, 
stated 
that 
‘‘ on 
the 30th day of June, 1885, the excess of rev­ 
enues over public expenditures, after com ply­ 
ing w ith the annual requirements of the sink 
ing fund act, was $17,859,735.84; during the 
year ended June 
30, 
1886. such 
excess 
amounted to $49,405,545.20, and during the 
year ended June 30. 1887, it reached the sum 
of $55.567,849.54.” 
Up to this time, Air. 
Cleveland recited, everything had been done 
that could be done to relieve the financial situa­ 
tion. 
Tiie three per cents iiad all been called 
in and the law had been complied w ith for 
the purchase of bonds for the sinking fund 
T o his jaundiced vision the lookahead had 
become 
very dark. 
Here 
is his dismal 
prophesy : 


Whit- the expedients thus employed, to release to 
the people the money lying idle in the treasury, 
served to avert Immediate danger, our surplus reve­ 
nues have continued to accum ulate, the excess for 
the present year am ounting on the first day of De­ 
cem ber to $'5,258,701.19, anil estim ated to reach the 
sum of ?113,00.',b00 on the 30th of June next, at 
w hich date it is expected th at this sum added to 
prior accumulations, wlli swell the surplus to $ 110,- 
000,000. 


On the 1st of July, 
1888— nearly nine 
months ago—the surplus was to have reached 
$140,000,000. 
This falsehood of the Presi 
dent was carefully nursed hy the Treasury 
Department and the leaders in Congress dur 
ing the entire campaign. 
N othing was »1 
lowed to escape which w ould show the facts 
to be different. 
The devious expedients of 
Secretary Fairchild, one of which was to in­ 
clude the sinking fund reserve am ong op­ 
tional expenditures and hence asa part of the 
surplus, arc fresh in public memory. 
This 
lie about the surplus constituted the single 
stock argument of the free traders in their 
defense of the M ills bill. 
And now the truth com es out.

THE LINSON BALLOT BILL. 


A t W ar w ith B a llo t R e fo rm —L e t it D ie in 
C o m m itte e . 
[From the New-York Tribune.] 
“ Ponder w ell the fact that the Democratic 
Legislature of Indiana has passed a bill pro 
viding that the only ballots to be used at gen­ 
eral elections in that state shall be ballots 
printed by state authority.” 
The Buffalo 
Courier, the lending organ of Democracy in 
Western New Y ork,gives this significant piece 
of advice to the Democratic members of the 
Legislature. 
It is significant because the Lin 
son bill provides both for official and unoffi 
eial 
ballots. 
The 
Courier is intelligent 
enough to understand that snrh 
a 
pro 
vision 
is 
at 
war 
w ith 
any 
genuine 
scheme of ballot 
reform 
worthy of con 
siderntion, 
and 
it 
is 
courageous 
enough to express its convictions. 
Permit 
the use of both kinds of ballots, and the can 
didnte-assessmcnt system and the bribery of 
voters will continue*. 
W hy not ? The liosses 
will certainly continue to strike nominees for 
large sums of election expenses as long 
the}' have a plausible excuse for doing so. 
The necessity o f printing and distributing 
unofficial ballots would be the pretense. Tli 
result would inevitably lie that the politician 
who is in politics for what lie can make out 
of it would continue to flourish, and poor 
men would continue to complain that they 
cannot afford to run for office. 
A still graver objection to the unofficial 
ballot is the aid and comfort which it would 
afford to vote buyers and vote-sellers. 
The 
Saxton bill prohibits unofficial ballots, and 
provides that the voter, after receiving an of 
ficial ballot from a public officer, shall retire 
to a booth alone, and there indicate by a cross 
the name of the candidate or group of candi­ 
dates for whom he wishes to vote. lie is then 
to fold his ballot so that no one can ascertain 
how lie votes and deliver it to the inspector 
of elections, who shall place it in the ballot- 
box. 
Such a provision would go far to put 
an end to bribery at the polls. 
But permit 
the use of unofficial ballots furnished bv the 
regulation bosses or lieclers, and the evil is 
left unchecked. 
If the promoters of the Linson bill are wise 
they will suffer it to sleep in committee. 
It 
is generally recognized in this state as a liogus 
measure, intended merely to embarrass the 
progress of the Saxton bill. 
It does, indeed, 
contain 
some 
commendable 
provisions— 
most of them cribbed from the Saxton bill— 
but it is fatally defective. 
Those who have 
given the most attention to the subject hold 
that the exclusive use of official ballots is of 
the essence of Ballot Reform.

steamer Moselle, which left Colon a week 
ago, took 805 deck passengers.

Lucas Islanders sent lan k al Hic expense of 
the Government of the Island, and 310 were 
Jamaicans, siiip|>cd back tty the Jamaican 
Commissioners. 
One thousand more Jamal 
cans will lie shipped off within the next few 
days, 
while 
upwards 
of 
1,500 have 
left Colon for I'ort Limon, Costa Itica, 
where they will work 
on the railroad 
Commercial matters all over the Isthmus are 
in a bad condition, and there is little business 
doing. 
The Colon store keepers and dealers 
have united in petitioning for a reduction of 
all kinds of taxes, owing to the complete 
stoppage of trade. 
In the City of Panama 
things arc in much the same condition. 
A 
meeting was recently beld, at which citizens 
of Panama and foreigners spike and it wa* 
resolved to petition the Supreme Government 
to 
reduce Hic commercial contribution, 
which is enormously high. Governor Ay canli 
hits issued ii decree .suspending payment 
of 
Hie 
debt 
of 
Hie former 
“ State ” 
of Panama mid effecting other economics. In 
consequence of the collapse of the local 
freight and passenger traffic on Hic Panama 
Railroad the Handier of employes has been 
considerably reduced. 
At present only two

in traffic is, of course, due to the stoppage of 
canal work.

explosion took place in the electric subway at 
Twenty-Third street and Fifth avenue short­ 
ly before noon to day, which caused intense 
excitement in tile nciglilioi hood.

up and scattered in every direction. 
Heavy 
iron 
p la te s covering the man holes were 
thrown high into the air and broken to pieces 
by the force of the explosion, and for a con 
sldcrablc distance nlong Fifth-avenue in front 
of the hotel Hie huge flagstones were over­ 
turned and shattered. 
People on tile street were panic stricken 
and the shock was so severe in the Fifth-Ave­ 
nue Hotel that persons in the

believed an earthquake bad taken place or 
that one of the tailers had exploded.

was a general rush for the doors and stair 
ways in the frantic haste to get out of doors. 
A Broadway car, which had just passed 
the corner, barely 
escaped injury 
from 
the flying debris. 
The windows of the store 
on the corner, under the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
were shattered. 
There is a huge hole in the 
sidewalk next to the hotel, lieginning at a 
point about IO feet from the corner on Twen- 
ty-Tbrid-street. 
The explosion was probably 
caused by gas, which had accumulated in the 
subway. 
A lady was slightly injured.

big policeman who escorts women

Fifth avenue at this point, received a slight 
contusion on the arm.

THE BIG SURPLUS LIE. 


On the 22(1 inst. Secretary W indow re­ 
ported that the Treasury surplus .had within 
the last preceding ten days increased 15,000, 
OOO, and was then $50,200,000. 
The amount 
on hand even at the later date was not suf­ 
ficient to be alarming. 
Hut the rapid rate of 
increase was something to lake into co n sid er 
lion. 
An increase of a half million per day 
amounts to $182,500,000 in a year. 
This 
added lo the sum already on hand would 
place in the national treasury by the 22d of 
Marc h next about $238,000,(HK) of the people’s 
money in excess of the governm ent's need 
The time has come when some reduction of 
revenue is imperatively dem anded. The dis 
Coverj is made that the new adm instration is 
not devising wasteful and dishonest methods 
for the spending of the money in paym ent of 
political debts. 
Hut under the late adm inistration a big and 
systematic course of lying was maintained in 
regard to the surplus, with two objects in 
view. 
First, the people were to lie convinced 
that they were being robbed cruelly and use­ 
lessly. 
Second, they were to be persuaded 
that the only way to stop this robbery w as by 
reducing or abolishing the duties on foreign 
import*. 
And in their anxiety to excite the 
fears of the people neither the Democratic 
party nor the President hesitated to exagger­ 
ate this surplus. 
The Democratic platform 
of 1884 put it ut $100,000,000. 
Mr. Hen 
drieks in his campaign speeches raised it to 


$ 100,000,000. 
These lies serve I the party so well in 1*H4 
that it cheerfully fell back upon them in the 
late cam paign.

Cleveland, 
in 
his

Congress, dated

6th, 
l^ T , 
stated 
that

the 30th day of June, 1885, the execs* of re v­ 
enues over public expenditures, afb r com ply­ 
ing with the annual requirem ents of the sink 
ing fund act, was $17,859,785 84; during the 
year ended June 
30, 
1886, such 
excess 
amounted to $49,105,545.20, and during the 
year ended June 30. 1887, it reached the sum 
of $55,567,849.54 " 
Up to this time, Mr 
Cleveland recited, everything had brett done 
that could lie done to relieve the financial situa 
lion. 
The three lier cents had all been called 
in and the law had been complied with for 
the purchase of bonds for the sinking fund. 
To his jaundiced vision the look ahead had 
become 
very dark 
Here 
i- his dismal 
prophesy : 


Whil- the expedient* thus em ployed, lo release to 
th e p e o p le the money lying nile iii the treasury, 
served to avert Imm ediate *lancer, our surplus reve­ 
nues have continue*! to accum ulate, the execs* for 
th e pre*-nt year am ounting on the first day of De­ 
cem ber to ? r.,-r.s.;oi id. and estim ate! to reach th*- 
sum of ?111,110 .int on the loth of June next. ut 
which date it is expected th at this soul added to 
prior accumulation*, will swell the surplus to Sun 
wo,mw. 


On tho Isl of July, 
HSR—nearly nine 
months ago—the surplus w as to have reached 
$140,600,000. 
This falsehood of the Presi­ 
dent was carefully nursed hy the Treasury 
iK'pari moot and lite leaders in Congii ss du r­ 
ing the entire campaign. 
Nothing was al­ 
lowed to escape which would 'how the fad s 
to be different. 
The devious expedient* of 
Secretary Fairchild, one of which was to in­ 
clude the sinking fund reserve among op­ 
tional expenditures aud hence as a part of the 
surplus, are fresh in public memory. 
This 
lie about the surplus constituted the single 
stock argum ent of the free traders in their 
defense of the Mills bill. 
Aud now the truth cornea out. 
Secretary 
W indow, who has no political object to ac nre 
at the opening of a four years’ adm inistra­ 
tion, report* upon the surplus. 
It is not the 
$140,000,000 that was to be on hand on the 
Ut of July last, with nine m onths' nccumu 
latk n s added. 
Fight day* after tile inaugu­ 
ration, and just one week after Mr. W in­ 
dow » appointment, he takes an account of 
stock and finds that the Democratic admin!* 
frat ii >u bas left in the Treasury a surplus of 
$15 ,000.(KM). 
Ten days later it Ii is Int irntu d 
to $50,000,000. The surplus when Mr. Cleve 
laud went out of office was less, by his own 
showing in his message, than it was on the 
30th of June, 1886. D uring the two years uikI 
eight m onths o f Democratic adm inistration 
that continued after that date the entire few - 
nucs were apout as fast as collected, and a 
few million* were draw n from the previous 
accumulation besides.

boree stealing, aud w ho was forced to decline 
the appointment owing to circum stance*over 
which he has no control. 
He had started 
Kelley of Virginia on a carpet bag mission 
am ong the European capitals in search of a 
place where be might rest and draw his sal 
ary as a diplom at. 
Chase and Pillabury had 
been given fat offices in„N cw England as a 
reward for their efforts to prom ote the Oaree- 
lon steal in Maine five years Before. 
In In ­ 
diana his appointm ents had already become 
ao scandalous as to elicit a protest from 
leading Democrats against any more such 
work. 
In the .South several ex-rebels had 
been given valuable positions who had not 
yet had their political disabilities removed. 
And in the midst of this work Mr. Cleveland 
found time to write a weekly letter to George 
W illiam Curtis and other M ugw um ps assur­ 
ing them that his heart beat true to the great 
principle ol Civil Service Reform .

her insanity was proven at the trial, and she 
was not convicted. 
The asylum at A uburn 
was intended for crim inals who become in 
•nae after conviction. It is not for the sec-1 ti 
aion of people who have simply become an 
inconvenience to somebody else. The women 
mentioned are suffering the punishment pre­ 
pared otilyfor convicted felons.

Th 
result would inevitably lie that the politician 
who is in politics for what he can make out 
of it would continue to flourish, and poor 
men would continue to complain that they 
cannot afford to run for office. 
A still graver objection to the unofficial 
ballot is the aid arid com fort which it would 
afford to vote buyers and vote sellers. 
Tbs 
Saxton bill prohibits unofficial ballots, and 
provides that the voter, after receiving an of 
ficial ballot from a public officer, shall ret irs 
to a U ntil alone, and there indicate by a cross 
the name of the candidate or group of candi 
dates for whom he wishes to vote. Ile is then 
to fold his ballot so that no one can ascertain 
how be votes and deliver it to the Inspector 
of elections, who shall place it in the ballot- 
box. 
Such a provision would go far to put 
an cud to bribery at the polls. 
But permit 
the use of unofficial ballots furnished bv the 
regulation bosses or heelers, and the evil is 
left unchecked. 
If the promoters of the Linson bill arc w ise 
they will suffer it to sleep in committee, 
ll 
is generally recognized in this state as a liogus 
measure, intended merely to euibarra.is the 
progress of the Maxton bill. 
It does, indeed, 
contain 
some 
commendable 
provisions— 
most of them oriblicd from the Maxton bill— 
but it is fatally defective. 
Those who have 
given the most attention to the subject hold 
that the exclusive use of official ballots is of 
the essence of Ballot Reform.
